2. IN LIGHT OF FOREGOING, ATHERTON PROPOSES FOLLOWING 
REVISED ITINERARY, IF IT IS AGREEABLE TO SAUDIS AND 
JORDANIANS (AMBASSADORS ETT.TS AND LEWIS SEE NO PROBLEMS 
FROM THEIR END): 

JULY 22 - BRUSSELS-JIDDA 
JULY 23 - IN JIDDA 
JULY 24 - JIDDA- AMMAN 
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JULY 25 - N MMAN 
JULY 26 - AMMAN-JERUSALEM 
JULY 27 - IN JERUSALEM 
JULY 28 - JERUSALEM-CAIRO 

FOREGOING WOULD HAVE ADDITIONAL ADVANTAGE OF GIVING 
SAUDIS AND JORDANIANS EARLY READ-OUT ON DAYAN/KAMEL/ 
VANCE TALKS. IF MORE CONVENIENT. ORDER OF JIDDA AND 
AMMAN STOPS COULD BE REVERSED (I.E., AMMAN JULY 23, 

JIDDA JULY 25). EMBASSIES AMMAN AND JIDDA ARE REQUESTED
